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first year of the phonograph's invention, tinfoil models were made in limited 
all over the world. The picture above and on p. 2 shows a magnificent French 
nograph made by E. Hardy in 1878. Recently discovered by Prof. Phillip Petersen 
it was found in the original wooden carrying case and with ten sheets of tin- 

foil on a wooden spool. Weighing just under 20 pounds, 
it is basically the model described by Count du Moncel in 
the French first-edition of his work The Telephone 3 The 
Microphone, and the Phonograph. Marked with serial number 
360, it is in mint condition, and records at 17 threads to 
the inch. We hope to discuss Count du Moncel and the French 
tinfoil phonograph in a later issue.

DEAR APM: 

Question: I have a Columbia 
demonstration record with a 
sales pitch for double-disc 
records on one side and a Male 
Quartet singing Kentucky Babe 
on the other. Was this the 1st 
two-sided Columbia record? 

T.S. San Francisco 
Answer: No. The first Double - 
Disc Columbias were put on 
sale briefly during 1904. They 
had black and silver labels 
and each side bore a different 
single-faced, matrix catalog- 
number. They were soon with- 
drawn and Double-Faced Colum- 
bia discs did not appear again 
until 1908. This time they 
had a newly-designed black and 
gold label and were assigned 
a special catalog number which 
was the same on both sides, 
beginning with A1 for the 10" 
discs and A5000 for the 12" 
discs. The advertising disc 
you mention appeared at least 
2 years later, as the side 
featuring the Male Quartet 
was not recorded until 11/11/ 
1910, and was also issued as 
one side of Double - Disc Co- 
lumbia A866. These records, 
widely distributed in their 1 
day, are found fairly easily 
now. (P. Charosh) 



RECORDING FIRST DIES 

On March 31, 1973, Mrs. 
Maria L. Campbell died in Toms 
River, New Jersey, at the age 
of 103. She was reputed to be 
the oldest living recording 
artist, having made a tinfoil 
recording for Thomas Edison 
in 1878 or 1879, when she 
lived near Edison's Lab in 
Menlo Park. According to an 
interview she gave over WBOM 
in 1971, she was born on June 
28, 1869, and as a small child 
of eight or nine, was asked 
to sing into Edison's experi- 
mental phonograph. According 
to her account, clear-headed 
and good-humored, she was al- 
lowed to look through Edison's 
telescope in return for her 
singing "Mary Had a Little 
Lamb." Her father and uncle, 
Theodore and George Carman, 
worked for Edison for many 
years, and their house was one 
of the first to be wired for 
electric lighting. New Jersey

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I have collected records for many years, and my collec- 
tion has grown to include nearly all types of musical and 
spoken items. Despite this variety, I have long maintained 
a consistent interest in "rural comedy" records, with spe- 
cial emphasis on the two greatest practitioners of the art. 
Cal Stewart and Charles Ross Taggart. Their stories are not 
only amusing as comedy, but are a fairly accurate reflec- 
tion of what rural life in America must have been like 
over half a century ago. 

Calvin E. Stewart, born about 1856 near Charlotte Court 
House, Virginia, on "a little patch of land so poor we had 
to fertilize it to make brick", had a variegated career 
before' going on the stage at the National Theater in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. He worked in lumber camps, packet boats, 
livery stables and on the railroads. Beginning in the late 
1890’s, he recorded dozens of his "Uncle Josh Weathersby" 
stories on cylinder and disc records (the first in 1898?) . 
Few indeed were the catalogs that didn’t feature at least 
one "Uncle Josh" monologue, and Victor kept one of them in 



as 



the catalog at least as late as 1930, eleven years after 
Cal’s death. 

The Stewart monologues were often described as Yankee 
Dialect, but I feel I must take issue with this. As much 
as I admire Cal’s work, I don’t consider his dialect au- 
thentic Yankee. Indeed, I know of only one authentic Yankee 
Dialect monologue recorded before the various "Bert and I" 
and similar LP’s came out in the late 50’ s. That is "The 
Village Seamstress", a two-minute Edison cylinder recorded 
by Miss Elene Foster, released in October, 1905 (No. 9103). 
There is even some evidence that Cal’s first rural charac- 
ter was not a New Englander. I have an old Reed and Dawson 
brown wax cylinder sung by Stewart, entitled "Jersey Sam, 
the Farmer (or Farmer's) Man". It is even possible that

FOR COLLECTORS 

APM is proud to announce 
that plans have already begun 
for an important new. book on 
antique phonographs.

The period 
covered will run from 1877 to 
1913, probably with an empha- 
sis on the American models. 
If enough readers wish foreign 
phonographs included, please 
let us know. Each picture will 
also include all necessary 
information, such as date of 
manufacture, types of horns 
and reproducers, accessories 
and historical significance. 

There will also be direc- 
tories of various kinds: one 
will include all reputable 
dealers and repairmen in the 
field in alphabetical order. 
Another will list all phono- 
graph manufacturing companies 
from the Golden Age. Still 
another will list all the 
magazines which were published 
during the early period, as 
well as modern ones from all 
over the world. Periodicals 
will also include the field 
of record collecting. There 
will be an extensive catalog 
of the early books, as well 
as modern ones, and libraries 
and museums. And finally, one 
of the most important parts 
of the book will feature 
a collector's directory of 
permanent wants!

when he took the character of "Uncle Josh", he didn't en- 
tirely eradicate the traces of "Jersey Sam". In one of his 
early monologues recorded for Berliner and credited to Cal 
Stewart, the "Yankee Comedian", he tells of losing his re- 
turn ticket when he leaned out a window on the train, as a 
result of which he had to buy another. When the conductor 
learned that this purchase was not actually necessary, said 
Cal, he expected that man to be the "maddest conductor on 
the whole Pennsylvania Railroad!" Since when, I ask you, 
would a New Englander be coming to New York via the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad? The more likely lines would have been 
the New Haven (if he came via Boston) or possibly the Del- 
aware and Hudson, if he'd come via either the Boston and 
Albany or the Rutland Lines, either of which had connections 
to the D § H. In later sketches and songs, he tied Uncle 
Josh more specifically to a New England locale. In the 
story of "Jim Lawson's Hogs", for instance, he mentions 
Concord and Manchester, from which one might infer that 
Pumpkin Center was located in New Hampshire. In his laugh- 
ing song, "Ticklish Reuben", he describes himself as from 
"old Vermont". However, in an early version of his laugh- 
ing song, "I'm Old, But I'm Awfully Tough", Cal describes 
himself in the opening lines as a jolly old farmer from 
"way back in New Jersey". For that reason, I regard Cal's 
dialect as a sort of Ruritanian bucolic. 

I know very little about Charles Ross Taggart, except 
that he was an electrical engineer when he wasn't making 
records, that he lived for a time in Vermont, and that he 
had at one time worked with Dr. Lee DeForest, assisting in 
research in the field of electronics. One might say it's 
rather ironic that all of Taggart's published recordings 
were made by the acoustic process that his and DeForest 's 
work ultimately rendered obsolete. Taggart did, however, 
make one appearance in a recording studio that was equipped 
with a microphone. On February 3, 1927, he recorded two 
titles at Victor's Camden studios: "The Country Fiddler 
and the Autograph Album" and "The Country Fiddler and his 
Talking Fiddle". Most unfortunately, these sides were not 
issued and it's rather doubtful whether the masters are 
still preserved in the Camden vaults. It is a regrettable 
truth that the master vaults of Victor and Columbia in this 
country, and (to a lesser extent) EMI in Europe, do not 
contain every master that was made by the companies 
throughout their history. A variety of factors combined to 
cause the vaults to resemble the legendary Seymour Suit, 
of which it is said that you sey-mour holes than suit. 

Taggart did not describe himself as a Yankee Dialect 
Comedian, nor did he ever use place names that would tie his 
imaginary village of Pineville, even by inference, to 
any specific location. His recording career was much shorter 
than Stewart's, but in my opinion, his material is the equal 
of Stewart's qualitatively. I recommend especially his 
"Violin Mimicry" and "Old Country Fiddler on the School 
Board" (Victor 17700 and 17910) . The former is a bit of 
virtuosic trick fiddling, and the latter contains comments 
on education and child discipline that are still relevant 
today, nearly sixty years after the record was made. 

Although both comedians told stories of their mishaps 
in the big city, I feel it's only fair to say that neither 
succumbed to the temptation to let their characters be. 
gulled by that favorite con trick of buying the Brooklyn 
Bridge. Both got laughs from the reactions of their heroes 
to the sights, sounds and life-style of the city. For an 
excellent example of this, I recommend Taggart's version 
of "Old Country Fiddler in New York" (Vic. 17700). Both 
Stewart and Taggart told many stories about the life and 
times of their imaginary rural villagers; indeed both Uncle 
Josh and the Old Country Fiddler spent relatively little 
time in New York. (Concluded in June-July issue)

BOOK REVIEW 

When Glenn Bridges first published Pioneers in Brass 
in 1965, it contained 120 pages of pictures and information 
concerning the earliest performers on the Cornet, Trumpet, 
and Trombone. Now republished, with up-to-date revisions 
the book has grown to 171 pages, and contains more photos, 
old programmes, sheet music, and hard-to-find information 
than ever before. It is clearly a labor of love. 

The cornet was developed in the early part of the 19th 
century, primarily in Europe, but many of the early prac- 
titioners were American. And a talented lot they were too, 
many of them playing other instruments, giving lessons, 
writing music, conducting bands, recording for the phono- 
graph, and traveling often. Lovers of brass instruments 
as well as collectors of their early recordings will revel 
in the names included in Mr. Bridges' scholarly and personal 
survey: Mathew Arbuckle, Wm. Paris Chambers, Walter Emerson, 
John Hazel, Bohumir Kryl, Jules Levy, Alessandro Liberati, 
A1 Sweet, Edna White and dozens of others. In all, there are 
over 60 individual biographies of these early performers. 

Mr. Bridges' observations run from the technical (Cor- 
net technique, etc.) to the anecdotal (Why did Chambers 
play a cornet solo at an altitude of 14,500 feet?), and 
reminisces himself about the early days and the pioneers 
! he knew. 

Although many of the performers included were also rec- 
ord pioneers, this book is not meant to be an exhaustive 
listing of all their records, but only to give an in- 
dication of their range. Among the first would have to be 
Walter Emerson, whose cylinders were being sold by the New 
England Phonograph Company shortly after his death on June 
2, 1893. Mr. Bridges cites Levy's efforts for Edison in the 
1880' s, but I can find no reference earlier than 1893, in 
the numerical list of North American Cylinders. And although 
. Herbert Clarke did make his first Berliner discs in 1899, 
he had earlier recorded for the New Jersey Phonograph Com- 
pany in 1893, when he joined Sousa's Band. It is still not 
known, however, if any of Emerson's or Clarke's cylinders 
from the 90 's have survived. Levy cylinders made for Colum- 
bia as early as 1896, though, have turned up. 

There were other pioneers in brass who recorded for 
the phonograph who are not recorded here. They include W. 
S. Mygrants, T. A. Hudson, John J. Frank, Nicholas Scholl., 
Alvin Jaeger, John Mittauer, Thomas Clark, and T. E. Part- 
ridge. If more information appears about these men, Mr. 
Bridges will no doubt include them. 

All in all, this is a fine book by a man who clearly 
loves his work. The individuals are fascinating and give 
an excellent glimpse into an earlier era when the phono- 
graph was young. While supplies last, this handsome hard- 
cover book can be ordered for a reasonable $7.25 from Mr.
